PROGRESS OF THE PANAMA, 
” GANAL. 


The purchase of two large dippor dredg-, 
ers by, the Isthmian Canal Commission’ 
4s a tacit admission that the Panama 
Canal will not bo &nished by January 1; 
1914, as has all along been predicted, It 
may bo-open to commerco at. that tito, 
but, the dredging work, will continue for 


at least a year more through tho’ con- 


tinental divide, aoe 
Colonel Goothals, xpon his, return. from 
the United States, found that the slides 
in Culebra Cut not ‘only had not grown 
less aa the dry season. advanced, but had 
actually increased, - This fact resulted in 
tho ordering of two 15, cubic yard 
dxedgors at x cost of £100,000, although 
un to that time it had been believed that 
all the dredging. n t 
the stides could lv be accomplished 
hy the large‘elevater dredger purelinsed 
ia England a year ago. Tho now dredg- 
ers, which will not be ready until the 
beginning ‘of January: next, will -be 
devoted for a year at least, to digging 
ont the stiding banks of the canal through 
the continental divide in’ the Culebra 
Gut. Alrendy the amount of material 
excavated from these slides amounts to 
26,000,000 cubic yards, about one-tenth of 
the total excavation of ‘the canal, and 
before the moving. hill-sides reach their 
stope of repose it is probablo that half 
as much again will br added to the total 
excavation due to this cause, , 
Yetethe plans for opening the canal in 
tho autumn of this yedr havo not been 
On the contrary, all. the 
lock building’ is being hurried’on to that 


wnt Tis probable that -thetost—of the 
lock work will be completed by October, 
1, when the lower’ gates at Miraflores will 
be ready for use. -Meanwhile the water 
in Gatun Lako, alrendy at 50ft. above, 
sep level, will be raised gradually to 
Osft. from the beginning of the rainy 
season in\May. Then the great dyke that 
separates the lake from Culebra, Cut, 
where steam’ shovels are now at work, will 
he dug out and the water will be allowed 
to flood thia last’ section of the canal. 
‘Tho Inko surface can. then he raised 
rapidly to its normal level of 85ft. above 
mean tide, ‘and ships may pass through. 
With only aft, of. water in the lake, the 
least. depth of water in tho canal will be 
aift., and tho largest vessels now in ,the 
Panama: trade could pass through at 
this depth. ; 
Nincty- 
the locks. is in place, and the machinery 
installation is going forward. rapidly, 
quite up to schedule time. Ninety-five per 
cent. of. the excavation. work is also. 
finished, and Gatun Dam. is ready for

work being merely that~of paving the 
lake slope with rock and reinforcing the 
great. fill-in a few places..- Yet, the work- 
ing force is at its highest point, over 
40,000 mon boing employed, and it cannot 
be said that'-any ono part of the canal 
4g actually completed.
